appreciated. The casket was placed on a 
catafalque, which was handsomely decor­ 
ated with Rowers. 
The Horal design s 
were very beautiful, never in this city 
has there been an equal display. 
Long before the appointed hour for the 
funeral vast crowds assembled in the 
court house, and there were fully five 
thousand people within the square. The 
stores were all closed at noon, and at that 
hour the militia and other organizations 
which were to participate made prepara­ 
tion for the funeral. The services began 
ut 2:30 o’clock by Rev. Mr. Tuttle, of 
Minneapolis, followed by the singing of 
a hymn, tne first line of which was: 
What is life? ’Tis but a vapor! 
Followed by two verses of “Nearer my 
God to Thee.” Then came the address. 
The services were held within the build­ 
ing, and the vast assemblage of hearers 
had no opportunity to listen to the ser­ 
mon. At the close of the service the re­ 
mains were borne to the hearse by the 
following pall-bearers: (J. L. Colman, A. 
Giles, J. S. Medory, G. M. Woodward, 
B. F. Bryant, W. W. Crosby, James 
McCord, G. C. Hixon, J. B. Webb and 
Theo. Rodolf.

The procession moved along Third 
street to Main and up Main to Ceme­ 
tery street.

Tho streets were 
completely lined with people. The pro­ 
cession was over a mile iii length aud 
consisted chiefly of societies and citizens 
on foot 
At the cemetery sentinels had been plac­ 
ed on either side of the entrance to keep the 
people out until after the procession had 
entered. Arriving at the vault where the 
remains were to be deposited, the militia 
were drawn up on either side, the socie­ 
ties and citizens in the rear. The rela­ 
tives and immediate friends then assem­ 
bled around the casket, aud the services 
cansisted of a song by a male chorus, and 
prayer. After the remains had been de­ 
posited in the vault the malitia gave a 
farewell salute, three volleys, and the as­ 
sembly dispersed. The societies and mi­ 
litia formed in procession in the same 
order as when entering the grove and filed 
out. Fully four thousand people were 
in attendance not including those in the 
procession. 
Thus ended one of the most solemn 
events in the history of this city. Never 
perhaps has man been more highly hon­ 
ored and respected than was Governor 
Washburn by the citizens of Lacrosse.

Lincoln, which exhibits the great man’s 
kindness of heart—so tender that he 
could not see a pig suffer without aiding 
it: 
In one of my temperance pilgrimages 
through Illinois I met a gentleman who 
was the companion of a dreary ride 
which Lincoln made in a light wagon, 
going the rounds of a circuit court where 
lie hud client a to look after. 
Tile weather was rainy, the road 
“heavy” with mud of the southern Illi- 
nios pattern, never to be imagined as to 
its blackness and profundity by him who 
has not seen it, and assuredly needing 
no description to jostle the memory of 
him who has. 
Lincoln enlivened the way with anec­ 
dote and recital, for few, indeed, were 
the incident that relieved the tedium of 
the trip. 
At last, in wallowing through 
a 
“slough” of the most approved Western 
manufacture, they came upon a 
poor 
shark of a hog, who had succumbed to 
gravitation aud was literally fast in the 
mud. 
. The lawyers commented on the poor 
creature’s pitiful condition and drove on. 
About half a mile was laboriously gone 
over, when Lincoln suddenly exclaim­ 
ed,— 
I] don’t know how you feel about it, 
but I ’ve got to go back aud pull that pig 
out of his slough”.

merely a joke; but what was his surprise 
when Lincoln dismounted and left him 
to his retiections.
